Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on December 29, 2009 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of August 21 , 2017 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed December 29, 2009, with respect to claims 6-9, 12, 
and 14-16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these 
claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 6-9, 12, and 14-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance can be found in Applicant's Remarks filed December 29, 2009 in addition 
to the following statements: 

5. Regarding independent claim 6, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the combination of all limitations of claim 6 that includes "wherein said 
detachable memory card is for attachment when the digital camera is not being 
used to capture images and is detached when the digital camera is being used to 
capture images and when said detachable memory card is inserted into said card 
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slot and connects to said connector, more than 1/3 of said detachable memory 
card is exposed in an insertional direction of said detachable memory card." 

Regarding independent claims 14 and 15, tliese claims are also allowed for the 
similar reason stated in claim 6.
